such animal 
Any person so offending 


shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be fined not 
less than ten dollars uur more than five 
hundred dollars, or imprisoned in the 
county jail not less than five days nor 
more than one bundled and fifty days, 
or by both such fine aad impribonment 


SECTION 2 
It shall be unlawful for 


the keeper of any slaughtei-houue, or 
persons engaged in slaughtering cattle 
for sale in this State, to purchase any 
cattle for slaughter, or any slaughtered 
bovine animal, without having exhib- 
ited to him the hide of such animal, 
and examining the brand and other 
marka upon such hide, and making and 
entering in a book to be kept for tbnt 
purpose a description of such brand and 
marks together with the name of the 
person from whom the pnrthase was 
made, and the date of such purchase 
bach book shall be kept at the slaugh 
ter-house or business office of the per- 
son engaged in slaughtering cattle, and 
shall be open to the inspection of the 
hide inspector or the owner of any 
horned cattle in this Stated, ring busi- 
ness hours 
Any person violating the 


provisions of this section shall be guilty 
of a m.sdemeanor and on conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than ten 
dollars nor more than five hundred dol- 
lars, or imprisonment in the county 
jail lot less than five days nor more 
tnan one hundred and fifty days, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment.

A teacher of the 
art of cookery has been employed; also 
a teacher of the mechanical aits, both to 
commence class aboat September 1st, 
All of the State wards of suitable age 
will receive instructions in the indus- 
trial arts. 
According to 
the Free 


Lance it is also proposed to give the 
youth of Carson an opportunity to 
learn the various arts of industry; the 
girls cooking, sewing and mechanical 
drawing; the boys mechanical drawing 
and the use ot carpenters' and machin- 
ists' tools. 
Tho tuition for such in- 


struction will probably be $S per month 
or $80 per year. Should tho doors of 
the industrial depaitment thus be thrown 
open to the public thej will doubtless 
be well patronized. Them should be in 
Carson alone 40 boys and girls anxious 
to reoive this kind of an education.
